—of cotton is 15 cents, and the mar- 
ket now is around 13.- Corn parity is 
74 cents a bushel with the market 
now about 80. 


Both the cotton and corn loan rales 


now are below parity, but. it. was inti- 
mated they would be equali/od grad- 
ually as supply and market, conditions 
justified. Officials remarked thai last 
year's 10-cenl cotton loan:; bad been 
fncrca.sed to \2 cents this year, indi- 
cating what might he expected to 
follow. 


To support loan rates, meanwhile, 


the administration exccpts to coiHince 
strict control over production to pre- 
vent accumulation of surpluses which 
would beat down prices. Officials say 
it would not be neccssiisry to make 
loans on all crops since the less im- 
portant farm commodities normally 
play "follow the leader."

Farmers Urged to 


Want Fall Grain 


Save Roughage, as Addi- 


tional Drouth Emer- 


gency Measure 


Two prime drouth relief measures 


which are in the hands of the farm- 
ers themselves and which should have 
prompt and continued attention, ,'ite 
the conservation of all possible food 
and feed crops, and the planting of 
fall grain crops to meet winter and 
spring needs, declares T. Roy Reid, 
assistant extension director, Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture. 


There is much low grade roughage 


on farms in the state which ordinarily 
would not bo considered worth har- 
vesting, but which will, when better 
roughage is not abailablc, be very 
useful in maintaining livestock on tho 
•farm. The corn in many areast of the 
state can be cut and shocked and a 
great deal of rough feed saved in this 
way. Coarse grasses may be cut and 
saved. In some areas there is much 
Johnson grass along road sides, ditchet 
and railroad right of ways, and other 
places which would add considerably 
to the hay supply if cut. It may be 
considerable trouble to save some of 
this roughage, but if not saved, there 
may be a great need. 


The rains have made planting of 


fall 
crops possible in some areas 


Turnips can be planted over a 
of several weeks and will furnish an 
abundance of both food for familjes 
and feed for liveslock if the fall sea- 
son is favorable. Large plantings of 
turnips are advised. 


The small grain crops, if planted 


early may furnish much winter graz- 
ing. There seems to be an opportunity 
for much larger than usual plantings 
of oats, wheat, rye and barley for 
winter pasture; and of oats and wheat 
for a grain supply next spring. 


There is much that ca nhe done in 


taking vegetation off land and get 
ting it ready for planting when rains 
do come in orcas where the drouth 
has not yet been broken. The fall and 
winter of 1930 was most favorable for 
the fall plantings made that year and 
these crops met many food and feed 
needs of the winter. A heavy fa" 
crop of bay was also made in 1930 and 
fine pasturage grew in September and 
October which enabled cattle lo en- 
ter the winter months in good flesh. 
U is hoped that rains may make a 
similar condition possible this year, 
Mr. Reid said.

plant, voted by Paragoujd's citizens in. 
1932, the utilities company brough suit 
in the federal court at Jonesboro, con- 
tending the municipal plant would de- 
strop the value of its property. 


The company insisted that the Ark- 


ansas General Assembly's act of, 19i(.< 
returning to the municipalities the 
power .to grant public utilities fran- 
chises was invalid because it provided 
specifically that others could construct 
and operate competing plants although 
public convenience, and necessity did 
not require additional facilities. 


He said the city had approved its 


rates and insisted it was renedring sat- 
isfactory service. 


The company's claims were upheld 


by Judge John E. Martincau in United 
Slates District Court. He enjoined the 
city from constructin gacom pettng 
plant, hoilding that the company was 
able and willing to meet all demands 
of the city, and that its rates were reo- 
sonable and that construction of a mu- 
nicipal plant would practically des- 
troy the value of the company's plant. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals re- 


versed Judge Martineau and ordered 
the suit dismissed, permitting the city 
to proceed with the construction of its 
own plan.

committees are working hard on the 
drouth. 


Seed Bought In Huge Lots 


The AAA Commodity Purchase sec- 


lion directs the cattle buying al the 
rale of 70,000 a day for Federal Sur- 
plus Relief Corporation cunning and 
shipping to paslure—and has purchas- 
ed 20,000.000 bushels of wheat, durum, 
oats and barley for seed, with more to 
come, including some from Canada. 


The department extension service, 


wit him counly agents every where, 
and alliances with agricultural colleges 
ploys a general role in all operations, 
exchanging information between the 
capita and the farmers, and reporting 
on need and availibility of pasture 
in dozens of states. 


The Bureau of Animal Industry's 


agents decide which animals arc fit 
in ship, cull herds and save bulls 
which wil preserve the best strains. 
They have visited more than 200,000 
farms, checked more than 10,000,000 
dead of cattle and okayed more than 
.J.000.000 fcr purchase, certified 5*1,000 
carloads—about two-thirds o( the pur. 
chased animals—for shipping, and con- 
demning or moving the rest. The bii- 
rcsu also inspects the FRSC's canned 
meal. 


Make Ke«d Survey 


The National Livestock Feed Com- 


mittee appointed by Wallace is mak- 
ing a national survey of the location 
of available feed and forage supplies, 
including 
corn 
stalks and 
wheat 


straw. Hay and other feed will be 
bought, some to be given lo FERA 
for penniless farmers and some to be 
held for sale, while commercial agen- 
cies arc encouraged to conserve sup- 
plies for later emergency. 


The Bureau of Plant Idustry iso- 


lates grain seed in areas where it 
might otherwise all be sold on the 
market and holds it for next year, lo 
ten that, seed best adapted for given 
areas will then be available for those 
areas. It has 525,000,000 for that. 


The Forest Service is planning its 


great $100,000,000 shelter belt of trees, 
to run 1000 miles through the plains 
states for future protection. A field 
office has been opened in Lincoln, 
Neb., and work will begin as soon as 
organization is complete, to 
afford 


further emergency relief through em- 
ployment. 


Soil Conditions Checked 


The Bureau of Chemistry and Soils 


is helping the Forst Service, as well 
as checking soil condition through the 
drouth area. 


The Weather Bureau, stiil .another 


Department of Agriculture agenqy, 
prepares special daily reports for Wal- 
lace on rKi;ifal) 
and 
temperatures 


over the country. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 


nomics provides vitally important In- 
formation on the slalus of all crops,, 
drouth conditions, farm prices, food 
and feed supplies, the foreign drouth 
situation, and so on. Daily informa- 
tion pours in by telephone and tele- 
graph. 


The Bureau of Agriculture Engi- 


neering tackles the serious 
drouth 


conditions in irrigated areas. 


The Bureau of Home Economics 


figures out the most economical ways 
of shifting from high-priced foods to 
other foods, with the relative energy

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and protein content*.

up has been remarkably effectivo, 
more co-ordination was needed, so a 
general committee in charge of drouth 
relief has just been named. 


Meanwhile, the AAA, while devot- 


ing most ,of its attention to the drouth, 
Is planning for the future what it 
hopes will be a balanced, planned 
American agriculture. 


Benefit Payments Huge 


Benefit payments this year will be 


about $500,000,000, mostly in drouth 
stales, and it confidently predicts u 
big increase in national farm income 
for 1934 despite the drouth, the im- 
poverishment of nobody knows how 
many farmers, and the uncertainty 
about next year. 


Private industry has supplemented 


the huge federal drouth program. In- 
stances include the reduction of rail- 
road rales on hay, feed, and cattle 
movements, loun by oil men of u huge 
pipe-lino to carry 500,000 or more gal- 
lons o fwalcr ,'i day into parts of th?

NRA Has to Rehire 


Discharged Man 


Johnson's Dismissal of Un- 


ion Loader Reversed by 


Labor Board 


WASHINGTON —(fP\— NRA Tues- 


day night took some of the same 
medicine that has been given to in- 
dustry under the recovery act .and 
agreed to re-employ John L. Donovan 
president of the NRA Federal Em- 
ployes' Union, who was discharged 
by Hugh S. Johnson. 


The order to put Donovan back on 


the job was decided upon by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board after a 
lengthy investigation of the circum- 
stances surrounding the case. 


The board found the 
inefficiency 


and absence from duty were not the 
controlling reason for Donovan's dis- 
charge last June, as alleged by John- 
son, and ruled that he should be taken 
back immediately as technical advisor 
to NRA's Labor Advisory Board. 


The union president led a delegation 


into Johnson's office last June 18 to 
seek reinstatement of another dis- 
charged employe and refused to leave 
until an appointment had been made 
to sec teh recovery chieftain. 


The independent Labor Relations 


Board took this attitude: 


"After reviewing all the evidence 


we arc satisfied that the controlling 
reason for Donovan's discharge was 
his conduct as the head of that dele- 
gation." 


Donovan and union associates con- 


tended he was let out because of un- 
ion activities. The Labor 
Relations 


Board, however, found: 


"We think it is fair to conclude that 


General Johnson's objection was not 
to the union, but to being bothered 
by (he union's delegations." 


"But the case must be judges ob- 


jectively; and it is clear htat General | 
Johnson's action on the 18th, follow- ( 
ing upon his previous refusal to deal 
with Donovan except as an employe, 
must be considered in its effects, what 
ever the subjective intent, as a blow to 
legitimate union activities."
